Severe Winds 


All Wind Signals have been lifted. However, the enhanced Southwest Monsoon may still bring gusty conditions over the 
following areas (especially in coastal and upland/mountainous areas exposed to winds: 
e Today: Ilocos Region, Cordillera Administrative Region, Batanes, the eastern portion of Isabela, Quirino, Nueva 
Vizcaya, Zambales, Bataan, Bulacan, Pampanga, Aurora, Metro Manila, CALABARZON, MIMAROPA, Bicol 
Region, and Western Visayas 
e Tomorrow: Ilocos Region, Zambales, Bataan, Cavite, MIMAROPA, Bicol Region, Western Visayas, and the 
southern portion of Quezon. 
e Monday: Ilocos Region, Zambales, Bataan, Cavite, Oriental Mindoro, Palawan, Romblon, and Antique.

Under the influence of DODONG and the enhanced Southwest Monsoon, a marine gale warning is in effect over the 
northern and western seaboards of Luzon and Western Visayas.

TRACK AND INTENSITY OUTLOOK 


e DODONG is forecast to move generally northwestward today before turning west northwestward over the West 
Philippine Sea for the remainder of the forecast period. It is forecast to steadily intensify and may reach typhoon 
category on Monday.
